Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of 
limitations to warrant a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. Specifically, in reference to 
independent claim 1 (and its dependents), none of the prior art either alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of the claimed optical element holding apparatus 
specifically including, as the distinguishing features in combination with the other 
limitations the claimed "a displacement portion provided between the frame member 
and the holding member and configured to be displaced in a direction intersecting with 
an optical axis of the optical element by a driving force applied from outside the frame 
member; a parallel link portion connected to the frame member and the displacement 
portion and configured to guide the displacement portion in the direction intersecting 
with an optical axis of the optical element".
